Mix Concrete’s management recog- 
nized an uphill, competitive battle 
ahead for the future, despite the 
fact that the Colorado capital was 
just then entering upon a boom in 
both residential and commercial con- 
struction which guaranteed heavy 
demand for years to come. 

Instead of bending all efforts en- 
tirely to meeting the load, however. 
Pre-Mix Concrete set aside a_per- 
centage of its payroll and man-hours

As the No. 2 point in the improve- 
ment program, this process makes 
engineering improvements and _ pro- 
motion one and the same, Campbell 
emphasized. 

The engineering department has 
been responsible for 90% of the 
changes made in equipment over the 
past eight years. Probably the best 
known of these is the Instant Mois 
ture Control device. which has been 
stead:iy improved since the “pilot 
model” was turned out eight years 
ago. 

This equipment, designed to give 
an exact reading of the percentage of 
moisture in batch ingredients, and 
therefore, the weight of the water 
intake makes it possible to turn out 
a uniformly high quality product at 
all times, and to alter the ratio of 
water to ingredients. to suit the cus- 
tomer’s requirements. 

The IMC, which has been widely 
distributed through ready-mix plants 
in the nation since it was developed 
by Pre-Mix Concrete’s engineering 


department, is a device whereby two 


copper rods measure conductance of 
materials, as a microscopic electrical 
current moves between them, to es- 
tablish the exact percentage of mois- 
ture contained. 

This has been necessary, Campbell 
indicated, due to the fact that appar- 
ently identical sand. gravel, cement. 
from various supply sources, will 
vary radically in the amount of mois 
ture contained. A by-product of this 
has established that the 
moisture content of material from the

same location will be fairly standard 
at all times, so long as the same

Pressure Water System 


More developments of the engi- 
neering department include installa- 
tion of pressure water systems on 
each mixer truck, to not only com- 
plement existing water supplies at the 
site where concrete is being poured.

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36,000 Tour San Diego Masonry Home 


San Diegans were treated to the 
quality and livability of masonry con- 
struction recently through a promo- 
tion of the San Diego (Calif.) Unit 
Masonry Association. 


The project — a three bedroom, 
2150 square foot, contemporary de- 
signed all-masonry home, command- 
ing a dramatic view of San Diego's 
El Cajon valley. A postcard survey 
taken of the 36,000 persons who 
toured the home yielded many favor- 
able comments. 98% of the com- 
ments were favorable, of those 53% 
liked the contemporary design, 62% 
liked the low-maintenance character- 
istics of the home and another 30% 
voiced an appreciation for the sub- 
stantial atmosphere of its rugged con- 
struction. 

The unique house, essentially of 
masonry construction, combines 
brick, block and stone with large ex- 
panses of glass under an exposed 
beam roof. Designed by Robert Platt, 
AIA, and built by general contractor 
John N. Mortenson, the masonry 


home was promoted by the San 
Diego Unit Masonry group. 

In discussing the design motif of 
the house, Architect Platt said “we 
wanted to showcase masonry with 
drama and contrast. To carry out the 
theme we used masonry for mass 
and stability, interrupted by glass to 
create an open feeling and expose the 
maximum number of rooms to the 
panoramic view.” 

Masonry walls are only 6’8” high 
and a 4” x 12” wood beam spans 
the large glass openings around the 
entire house. The home features 
panels of masonry and panels of glass 
rather than a “Fortress” concept 
wherein walls are punctured with 
numerous small windows. To further 
dramatize the masonry mass most 
pilasters are larger than required, 
16” rather than 8” and many times 
more eye-catching. 

Highlight of the home and focal 
point of the spacious living room is 
a cantilevered stone fireplace. Bal- 
anced on the exterior wall, the huge 


fireplace requires no other support, 
and is structurally reinforced inside 
with one-inch steel rod. 

Architect Platt placed strong em- 
phasis on California indoor-outdoor 
living themes as all rooms look into 
either sheltered gardens or onto one 
of the home’s three patios. Extension 
of all solid masonry walls through 
exterior glass walls adds spaciousness. 

Dramatic lighting, a modern func- 
tional kitchen with center island 
counter cooking units, a utility room, 
a vanity dressing table in the master 
bedroom, and sunken bath were 
other popular features of the all- 
masonry home. 

Passing the acid test of acceptance, 
Platt and Mortenson report six orders 
have been placed for various adapta- 
tions of masonry construction in cus- 
tom built homes. 

However, they were quick to point 
out, the home less some of the more 
expensive inside fixtures would be 
highly competitive with other popular 
tract home designs. 


An interesting feature is the cantilevered fireplace resting on the forward wall.

PCA Releases Film 
on Curtain Walls 


A how-to-do-it study of the tech- 
niques employed in curtain wall con- 
struction is the theme of a new mo- 
tion picture released by the Portland 
Cement Association. Titled “Casting 
and Erecting Concrete Curtain 
Walls” the 16 mm sound-and-color 
film deals with the numerous methods 
used to cast and put in place decora- 
tive wall panels. 

The 22-minute motion picture 
treats such subjects as rubber and 
plastic form liners, plaster of paris 
forms, sandwich panels, grille wall 
units, sand molds and exposed aggre- 
gate techniques. 

The motion picture serves as a 
sequel to the recently released film 
entitled, “Concrete Curtain Walls,” 
which presents the finished building 
to the viewer. 

“Casting and Erecting Concrete 
Curtain Walls,” is intended for show- 
ing to contractors, engineers, archi- 
tects and other interested groups. 
Sixteen millimeter sound and color 
prints are available on loan from the 
PCA’s 35 district offices.

Foundation Block Replaces Forms 


A new residential slab floor foun- 
dation system that eliminates wood 
forming has been worked out and is 
being used in southern California. 
It’s said to be faster, easier and bet- 
ter than wood forming and poured 
foundations. 

The procedure (patent applied 
for) has as its core two special foun- 
dation blocks designed at Tru-Bloc 
Concrete Products Co., San Diego. 
They are called the J block and the 
U block, with both names trade- 
marked. 

Among the advantages of the sys- 
tem: replacing of conventional wood 
forming eliminates the necessity for 
forms, cost of setting forms, remov- 
ing and transporting them, and main- 
taining them. Tru-Bloc reports that 
the amount of concrete saved in the 
foundation is said to equal the cost 
of the block used. 

Further, Tru-Bloc’s new system is 
said to speed up completion by a day 
and a half, saving wages and time. 


Procedure 


Briefly, the procedure in using the 
foundation block is that, first, the 
trench is dug as usual, according to 
local code requirements. Then the 
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foundation block are strung around 
the perimeter, to be handy for the 
workmen. 

Batten boards are placed and lines 
strung to required height. Then the 
footing is poured, as required, and 
the J blocks, 8” high on the inside, 
12” high on the outside, are imme- 
diately set into the wet concrete of 
the footing and brought to the line. 
The U block used for the garage area 
is placed in the same manner 

The area inside the foundation is 
filled to the 8” level of the J block. 
Men using a front end loader and 
shovels level off the area. The gap in 
the foundation wall, left to allow en- 
try of the front end loader, is then 
closed and the slab poured.

Concrete Line Tower 


Erected At Project EHV 


A 74-ton prestressed concrete 
transmission tower — believed to be 
the world’s largest — has been 
erected at the General Electric Pro- 
ject EHV (extra high voltage) near 
Pittsfield, Massachusetts. 

The tower was supplied by the 
Prestressed Concrete Institute, which 
represents the prestressing industry. 
It was designed by Schupack and 
Zollman of Stamford, Connecticut 
and manufactured at New Haven by 
C.W. Blakeslee and Sons. 

The 99-foot high tower is unique 
for several reasons in addition to 
size. The legs and the 93-foot cross- 
arm are hollow to reduce over-all 
weight. The legs are set 414 feet into 
reinforced concrete sockets in the 
tower bases. Each of the two bases 


rests on four piles driven 80 feet into 
the ground. 

Pretensioned steel strands are used 
in the members to keep the concrete 
under compression. This has bowed 
the crossarm slightly upward as 
erected; the arm will straighten when 
the conductors are attached. 

This tower is the fourth in a series 
of 18 at General Electric’s 414-mile 
outdoor laboratory. It is labelled 
number 12 and located in the project’s 
long section which will be energized 
next year. After 18 months of testing 
at 460,000 to 500,000 volts, the pro- 
totype system will be operated at 
voltages up to 750 kv.

Block Automation, RM Plant 
Expansion 


Part of Denie’s 


The erection of a new ready mix 
concrete plant is part of a million 
dollar expansion program undertaken 
last year by John A. Denie’s Sons 
Co., of Memphis. 

The other components of the expan- 
sion are the installation of a 100’ 
autoclave for the concrete block plant. 
the automation of this plant by the 
installation of an electronic Besser 
block machine, plus the erec.ion of a 
completely new, 45,000 sq. ft. general 
warehouse in East Memphis. 

This last phase of the expansion 
was brought about by the necessity 
of moving the +4 plant, both ware- 
house and ready mix plant, from its 
present location to get out of the wav 
of the Memphis perimeter express- 
way. 

The new ready mix plant was com- 
pleted the first of May, the block 
plant alterations were completed in 
June, and the movement of plant +4 
was finished in September. 

Denie’s has five ready mix plants 
in Shelby County, four of them in 
Memphis and one in a subdivision. 

\ major reconstruction job was 
done at the Denie’s Plant #1, located 
right in the heart of Memphis. A key 
part of this was the installation of a 
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super-sized Smith tilting mixer at 
this plant. This is Denie’s only plant 
to serve the heart of the city, and 
they've had truck-loading traffic prob- 
lems at the plant in the past. 

The new mixer will hold 644 to 7 
cu. yds. of concrete; this allows them 
to fill any truck in one dump. Since 
their fleet of 60 trucks is all of 644 
to 7 yard capacity, this mixer has 
eliminated the traffic problem. 

In the background of the photo- 
graph above is the old concrete plant 
on the location. It was to be dis- 
mantled and moved to replace an 
older plant. 

Construction of the plant was super- 
vised entirely by Henry O. Pommer, 
Denie’s vice president in charge of 
operations.

one an executive and general business 
loop, and the other a separate order 
system; however, it pays its way in 
the all-important matter of customer 
satisfaction and service.” 


Direct Mail 


As pointed out above, all of the 
improvements at Pre-Mix have been 
well publicized through direct mail, 
newspaper advertising and word of 
mouth. Along with these methods. 
there is a separate direct-mail ad- 
vertising program of such clever. 
sprightly nature that it would do 
credit to a fashion-apparel operation. 
In one example of direct mail, sent 
out to architects, engineers. contrac- 
tors, builders, etc., a single piece of 
tab gum was affixed on the upper left- 
hand side, below the letterhead, with 
a staple, so that the gum could be 
slipped off, leaving a white strip of 
cardboard lettered with the slogan 
“You can buy 3 pounds of Pre-Mix 
for the price of a stick of gum!” 
Copy in the letter pointed out 
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“Dear Customer: 

Do you realize that you can buy 
more than three pounds of Pre-Mix 
for the price of a single stick of chew- 
ing gum? Can you think of any other 
building material that will cost you 
less? 

“You may be certain that every 
single penny you spend with us will 
be money well spent for value re- 
ceived. 

“Pre-Mix meaus quality. An ex- 
clusive with Pre-Mix is Instant Mois- 
ture Control, a device engineered and 
developed to give you the perfect 
quality. 

“Pre-Mix means service. We are 
as close to your job as the telephone 
on your desk, with 54 radio-controlled 
trucks to serve your needs. Buy con- 
crete with confidence. Buy Pre-Mix 
concrete.” This is followed by Camp- 
bell’s signature. 

Using four to six such direct-mail 
programs per year, with a total dis- 
tribution of around 2500 prospects. 
and always incorporating a “gim- 
mick” which quality, 
speed, or an engineering feature de- 
veloped by the firm, this merchandis- 
ing effort has paid consistent results.

Shell Roof Techniques 


A new motion picture, “How To 
Build New Shapes in Concrete,” has 
been released by the PCA. This 16 
mm  sound-and-color film surveys 
several of the techniques employed 
in construction of concrete shell roofs. 

The 19-minute film describes many 
of the popular shell forming develop- 
ments, including movable forms, 
lightweight scaffolding, precast and 
earth forms. It also treats the use of 
prestressing in shell design, as well 
as the use of shells in lift-slab build- 
ings. Concreting techniques include 
pneumatically sprayed shells.
